The subject of our leading illustration this week is the 
five-year-old bay horse Orinstead, by Gilroy, out of sister to 
Ruric, the property of Mr. Thomas Puryear, of Rutberfurd 
Park, New Jersey. Orinstead was bred by Mr. J. A. Grin- 
stead, of Lexington, Ky., and was named after that gentle¬ 
man. He began his turf career by starting in the Kentucky 
Stake at Saratoga, In 1878, and proved himself a good one 
by running Battle Axe to a neck, King-Pin third, four 
lengths behind, while Bannerette, Stampede, Reform, Visi¬ 
goth and Fleur Ange were unplaced. At the October meet- 


and in this he ran third to Madge and Oountees. On Au¬ 
gust 18, in the Three-year-old Sweepstake of two miles, he 
was third to Culpepper (carrying 5 Ids. extra) and the south¬ 
ern colt Planter, Vandalite with her seven-pound penalty 
coming in last. In the Jerome Btake, at the American 
Jockey Club fall meeting, he was unplaced to Acrobat. 
Then came his first win of the season, a $800 purse on Octo¬ 
ber 7, in which he had a 5-lb. allowance, Kadi second, Bes¬ 
sie Lee third, and six unplaced. The distance was one mile 
and a half, and the time 2.404. This he followed up a week 
latter by winning another $800 purse over a mile and three- 

S 'ers course, beating Shylock, Littleton, Wild Idle and 
ord. Baltimore was next visited, and in Vandalite’s 
Dixie Stake he did not have a look in anywhere, but there 
were plenty in the same box out of the fifteen who started. 
On the third day of the meeting Orinstead won a mile-heat 
race in two heats, beating his six opponents without any 


worth $1,550 net, and in it Rutherfurd was second, Stam¬ 
pede third, and The Hoaxer and Countess nowhere. We 
next come to the best part of his career, and in which he 
displayed racing qualities of great merit. On the first day 
of the Saratoga meeting he started in the All-aged Sweep- 
stake of a mile and a half against such flyers as Springbok, 
Olitipa and Mate, and though they laid 14 to 1 against him 
in the pools he upset the calculations of the speculators by 
winning by a length from Springbok. The time, 2.08f, is 
the fastest on record for the distance. On July 29 Orinstead 
ran third to Springbok and Preakness when they made their 
dead heats in the Saratoga Cup, being but four lengths 
behind. This race, it will also be remembered, is a “fastest 
on record”—two miles and a quarter in 8.58$. August 10 
he won the Summer Handicap of two miles, meeting Wild 
Idle at a difference of four pounds only, and giving seven¬ 
teen pounds to Mattie W. Odds of 8 to 1 were laid on

ing of the American Jockey Club Orinstead won his next 
race, the Champagne Stake, and it was a creditable victory, 
for next to him was Dublin, with Weathercock, who ran 
shiftily, a bad third. Seven were unplaced, including Cul¬ 
pepper, Vandalite, Scratch, Reform and the Asterola-Sue 
Washington colt. The two-year-old was then sent home to 
New Jersey and kept for the great three-year-old events of 
1874, in which he was so heavily engaged. The opening 
day of Jerome Park saw Orinstead as a starter for the With¬ 
ers Stake, in which fourteen ran. Dublin won after a close 
thing willi Vandalite and Reform. A week later Orinstead 
was on hand for the Belmont Stake, and succeeded in get¬ 
ting second to Saxon, whose victory was due to Barbee's 
riding, as he snatched the race out of the fire when it seem¬ 
ed to be only between Orinstead and Aaron Pennington. 
At Saratoga he was unplaced in the Travers Stake, In which 
Attila ana Acrobat ran a dead heat, the former winning the 
decider. In the Sequel Stake he ran second to Vandalite. 
with Reform third, and Culpepper. Countess, Madge and 
Mattie W. unplaced. This was a heavy betting race be¬ 
tween the three pieced, each being supported freely and for 
. large sums, but the filly was the only one In It at the finish. 
Orinstead then essayed a purse race on August 1$ for three- 
year-olds, fllllea ana beaten maidens allowed five pounds; 


difficulty. The extra day’s racing at Jerome Park, on Octo¬ 
ber 81, wound up the season in the East, and with it Orin- 
stead's three-year-old career. Again he had to put up with 
second place, this time to Shylock in a handicap of a mile 
and a half, in which Orinstead bad eight pounds the worst 
of the weights, but still made a good race of it. Last year 
Orinstead made his debut in the Jockey Club Handicap at 
Jerome Park, on June 12, and ran third to Wildidle and 
Preakness. The race was a gift for Wildidle, after the 
form he displayed in the Fordnam Handioep, and the 5-lb. 
penalty did not come anywhere near stopping the winner, 
who won easily by three length*. On June 15 Orinstead 
won a $700 purse, beau of a mile and an eight, from Rhada- 
m an thus and Fadladeen, two that were pretty well at home 
over that distance of ground. In the Woodlawn Btake 
Rutherfurd was started with him against Reform and Pen¬ 
nington, but the stable companions brought up the proces¬ 
sion at the finish, Orinstead being four lengths behind Mr. 
McGrath’s colt, who beat Reform by a length. At Long 
Branch he won a purse of mile beats very sadly from D'Ar- 
tagnan, Spindrift, B. F. Carver and Piooolo, the first named 
being allowed to win the first heat. Next came the first 
real piece of luck he had had slnoe winning the two-year- 
old Champagne Btake. This was the Mansion House Stake, 


Orinstead, and he won very cleverly by a length. His next 
and last appearance was equally successful. This was on 
August 12, in a mile-and-a-half race for a $800 purse, with 
100 pounds on each. Aarbn Pennington was second, Scratch 
third, and Dublin and Madge unplaced. 

Orinstead was then sold to Mr. E. J. Baldwin, of Califor¬ 
nia, and wu entered by him in the four-mile-heat race, but 
he, In company with all the eastern horses, went amiss. 
From the fact of Mr. Baldwin having entered his horse in 
the Centennial Stake, Centennial Cup, Westchester Cup 
and Fordham Handicap Sweepstake, at Jerome Park, and 
the All-aged Sweepstake, Saratoga Cup and Summer Han¬ 
dicap, atBaratoga, we should judge that he is fully recov¬ 
ered, and if such is the case he will prove a tough customer 
to beat, as he can. when fit, run fast and stay well. Taking 
his career all through, it cannot be characterised as remark¬ 
able or brilliant. At times Orinstead showed remarkable 
racing qualities, and then would ensue a spell of bad luck 
and poor form, which more than counterbalanced the effect 
produced by any brilliant performance; from which we 
gather that he is rather a delicate horse, requiring to be 
thoroughly wound op, and only capable of shovring his 
merit when at his best. We trust Mr. Baldwin will be suc¬ 
cessful with him this year.

Tboee myat«rioua complain Is, cold* and sore throats, have boon very 
prevalent lately among men as well as tb« lower animals. We u*« the 
term ' mysteriou*" deliberately, under the conviction that very little 


part* bo operated upon; It i* done by cutting entirely off and removing 
about three-quarter* of an Inch in length of the sciatic nerve. This 
operation is * difficult one, and must be done by a skillful veterinarian. 
This treatment ia the laat resort In navicular Joint lameneas; and great 
danger la attached to the aeverlng of the nerve when done by an un¬ 
skilled operator, as he would be very liable to not only destroy tbe sci¬ 
atic nerve but the motor nerve also, and leave your animal totally use¬ 
less and worthless. I do not advocate neurotomy; there la too much 
danger connected with the operation; your horse is not suffering with 
navicular disease. If yoar statement in regard to tbe perceptible indi¬ 
cations be accurately given, no doubt the treatment here prescribed, 
with rest, will accomplish a cure in a short time. 

In this article on “Laminitie." tbe veterinary editor differs with the 
veterinary surgeon of Ft. Wayne in the diagnosis of the disease. This 
I have no objection to, for "great men will differ.” But is I must be 
the veterinary surgeon who diagnosed the cose of navicular-Joint disease

Very certainly he loads 
that pistol again, and as he methodically screws in tbe cap, 
he sees in his imagination many a big trout plunging in 
the water, but fast held by his bending rod and supple 
tackle.

selections from all the fish caught in the United States. 
Still there is a kind of necesssry humdrum in business 
which precludes a man engaged in an occupation, from going 
beyond a prescribed limit. Mr. Blackford has a genius for 
fish. If he is acquainted with its commercial value to the 
fraction of a cent, he has acquired by study, the exact lo¬ 
cality on our coast where such a fish can be found, and 
familiar with the contour or appearance of the fish; the least 
divergence in its peculiar type, or the fact of its having been 
caught out of the proper locality instantly occupies his at¬ 
tention. By dint of careful study and personal observation, 
Mr. Blackford has made himself exceedingly useful to the 
Smithsonian Institution, and no fish of a rare kind, can find 
its way to New York, that Mr. Blackford does not obtain it, 
and send it on to Professor Baird for examination. 

On the 15th of March, then, Mr. Blackford's slabs in Fulton 
Market were all alive with the shining coats of the trout. 
It was not only a show In the crude market sense, of trout 
to fry, or boil, or cook, but an ichthyological collection of a 
most comprehensive character.

But two years ago next June the first bench show in 
America was held in Oswego under the auspices of the New f 
York Bute Association for the Protection of Fish and Game, j 
The entries numbered two. At succeeding shows at IMin- f 
eol& L. I.. Detroit, Springfield, Mass., Paris, Ky., Water- 
town N. Y., Manchester, N. H., Memphis and Baltimore { 
the numbers increased gradually until at Chicago they 
rolled up to the grand total of 350. No better evidence is 
wanted to show how cordially the sportsmen have given 
them their support. 

The effort made by the Tennessee State Sports¬ 
men's Association to establish field trials is meet¬ 
ing with such encouragement that there is no 

doubt of their becoming quite as popular as 

bench shows. Indeed, we doubt whether of the two the 
field trial would not be the more popular, since the Ameri¬ 
can sportsman is pre-eminently a practical man, and recog¬ 
nizes theory only so far as substantiated by practice The 
dog therefore, over which he can get the best shooting is 
by all odds the dog for him. Being naturally esthetic, 
everything being equal, he would prefer the handsome, well- 
bred dog to the ill-looking mongrel; but beauty and pedigree 
are not sufficient to recompense him for the absence of the 
more important field qualities. Where he can show the 
practical merits of his dog, or see those of others is that 
which will be the most popular with hitm 
There is no reason why bench shows and field trials should 
not go hand in hand, each having it- separate part to ac¬ 
complish, which conjointly tends to the perfection of the 
whole "Handsome is that handsome does," is an old ad- 
daee but there is no reason why beauty and goodness should 
notbe combined in one. Nature, it is true dispenses not 
her choicest gifts with a lavish hand, but guidedI by a deli¬ 
cate sense of equity, she confers on one one gift while to 
another she donates another, each one differing from the 
other, but yet in itself sufficient to recompense each 
for the deficiency he or she may suffer by contrast, 
which is a happy provision, since an equilibrium is 
observed and a concentration of all the good in a few

there is no reason why the beautiful should not be gooff 
Look at the thoroughbred race horse. Do we notspeed 
more frequently combined with symmetry of form than 
otherwise? Indeed, there is a certain form which Is neces-

well bred dog. which is indispensable to the perfonMice 
of those duties for which he is valued and without whtoh he 
is physically incapacitated from performing. The bench 
show Is therefore conservator of form and beauty, while 
the field tread is the arena In which the fieM quallUes of 
the dog are tested, and tendencies to sacrifice the latter for 
the fonner, are kept in check, and where theory awaits the 
verdict of practical tests. It is therefore easily seen how 
both can contribute to the development of the dog. 

But in order that each should be made a permanent suc¬ 
cess there is much yet to be done. There are many errors 

which experience has demonstrated require correcting In 
the first place it is necessary to, «s far as possible, divest 
each and every exhibition, whether on the bench or In the 
field, of the slightest ©pportuntiy for collusion or favoritism. 
There will be always disappointed competitors and grum¬ 
blers; therefore, no opportunity should be given such for 
charging that defeat was consequent on other than error 
of Judging or lack of merit. 

It was the necessity for obviating such contingencies that 
brought the American Kennel Club into existence. Th* 
necessity of the moment supplied the remedy. That it has 
the opportunity of eliminating all such objectionable fea¬ 
tures as have existed and given dissatisfaction, is con¬ 
clusive. Being a legislative body, its duty is to frame such 
rules and regulations for conducting bench shows and field 
trials as will divest all future exhibitions and contests of 
any apparent unfairness, which would eventually imperil 
I'•-Hr success and usefulness.

Among the Ducks.

Kiii imk Chicauo Field:—T oward the last of March “Jim" 
and l concluded to try the ducks, and arranged to meet at a 
house in the marsh, kept principally for duck shooters and 
fishermen's accommodation. Jim had n passion for shoot¬ 
ing, a natural inheritance, as his father had been an excel¬ 
lent shot. When not engaged with Professor It. we oftep 
shot ducks together, but when that worthy was here Jim 
had invariably to punt biui. I started down at noon the 
previous day to look around a little, fix my decoys, etc,, 
and succeeded in picking up tifty-two ducks in a snug little 
corner of gixid feeding ground, and arrived at our meeting 
place in good season. After a jolly-spent evening, such as 
can ouly be found amongst real shooting men, we went 
early to bed, leaving everything prepared for our start in 
the morning—for an early start is indispensable to a duck 
shooter, or a poor point is likely the only chance for the 
day. Jim and l bunked together a nd made our own private 
arrangements while on the roost, viz.: that he was to go 
over to a good feeding ground near by, get out his decoys, 
and use a muskrat bouse for a blind, which was in the cen¬ 
ter of it, while 1 was to take a position a little south of him 
in a direct line between that and another feeding ground 
when 1 we expected other shooters would be. Each of us 
bud our positions next morning before daylight, as we were 
bent ou making a large score that day, if the weather was 
at all favorable, although using light 12-guns, and only 
one each, and muzzle-loaders at that. With the coming 
daylight the music commenced, as I could hear ducks pass¬ 
ing before it became light enough to see to shoot, but could 
hear Jim's guu occasionally when they dropped in the wa¬ 
ter, being more easily seen there than when passing on the 
wing. It soon became clear enough to see perfectly, and 
then what shooting! Jim could hardly keep them out from 
amongst bis decoys, while 1 was even better posted, as all 
that came to him passed me and repassed after being salut¬ 
ed by him, only to return again in a few minutes. This 
lasted some time, when all at once bis battery became si¬ 
lenced, aud upon looking to where he had been, I saw that 
he had deserted his stand and a large number of ducks were 
iiuietly enjoying their breakfast where his decoys bad been 
hut a short time previously, which made a marked differ¬ 
ence in my shooting. I continued on, however, until near 
noon with fair success, until the arrival of a messenger 
cleared up the mystery. Professor K. had arrived and sent 
for Jim instanter, while a cordial invitation was also sent 
to me to come and dine with him and sample Borne old Ken¬ 
tucky rye, a thing, by the way, that few duck shooters, 
especially in cold, stormy weather, have much objection to 
do. The lad who brought the message kindly assisted me 
to pick up my ducks, as I bad not been out of my blind 
since entering it in the morning, when we counted sixty- 
nine. Then picking up the decoys, a short pull brought us 
to where a good dinner, some good old rye and a true, 
spoi lsman's greeting awaited me, all of which I enjoyed 
heartily, with an hour or so of pleasant conversation, and 
then prepared to return to my blind, as I intended to hag an 
even hundred ducks that day, and imagined that with such 
a good send-otf I could easily accomplish it. I had got 
back and hud my decoys set and fairly commenced shoot¬ 
ing when another party, seeing my success, came along and 
put out his decoys within a short distance of mine, another 
having taken up the point where Jim had vacated. Who¬ 
ever has been treated in a similar manner can easily con¬ 
ceive what my feelings were toward the intruder, as there 
were miles of marsh aud many points without a shooter that 
day. That 1 wished him in a climate where winter clothing 
is said to be unnecessary is expressing it mildly. But to my 
duck shooting. It was in a great measure spoiled for the 
balance of the day. All 1 was able to pick up being twenty- 
seven mote, making a total of ninety-six. Jim had gotten 
thirty-six before being called away by the Professor early 
in the forenoon. Such used to be our duck shooting here, 
before the introduction of sneak-boats and stationary blinds 
on their feeding grounds, which cannot otherwise than soon 
destroy the best duck shooliag on inland waters in any 
country. John. 

Uame and (lame Laws of Nebraska. 

Omaha, Nib., March 15, 187S. 

Editor Chicago Field:—T he weather here is becoming 
more and more favorable for the migration of the aquatic 
game, and our sportsmen are in daily expectation of making 
some fine bags. 

There has been quite a number of geese seen flying over 
these parts; but as yet not sufficiently low to be within 
the reach of |>owder and shot. 

It may be interesting to some of your readers to know 
that in Nebraska, we have very good game laws, which have 
proved effective in the protection of game and the sporting 
interests generally. The following is the substance of some 
of the laws: 1st. At no time of the year, is any one per¬ 
mitted to kill or injure any robin, lark, thrush, blue-bird, 
king-bird, sparrow, wren,'jay, swallow, turtle dove, oriole, 
wood-pecker, yellow-hammer, cuckoo, yellow-bird, bob-o’- 
link or other bird, or birdB of like nature.” 2d. “it shall 
be unlawful to use any swivel, punt-gun, big-guns, or any 
gun other than the common shoulder gun, to kill or wound 
any ducks or geese; or to destroy or disturb any of the eggs 
of said birds. 8d. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
kill or injure any wild deer, elk, antelope or fawn, between 
January and September 1st, in each year; or any wild 
grouse, between the first of Aril and August; or any wild 
turkey or quail between the flint day of February and the 
first day of September in each year.” And we not only 
have the laws, but the men ana the institutions to enforce 
them. And a tew days ago a fellow was tried in the County 
Court and fined $20 and costs for killing a duck in January. 

The Omaha Sportsmen's club will soon have their annual 
spring bunt, which generally affords lots of fun for the 
boys.

Where are the Quail f 

Memphis. Tkn.n. , 

Editor Chicago Field:— Shooting has been quiet 
In this section owing to the scarcity of qnatl. 
What has became of this beautiful game birds, is 
asked ou all sides? The answer—Too many fine guns, 
good shots, fine dogs, and loo much trapping. Quite 
reasonable when they are shot at and trapped. Oft repeat¬ 
ed hunts in sections where they have not been shot at for 
five years and trapping never allowed, note the same scarcity 
as in sections where frequent shooting is supposed to deci¬ 
mate them. A few weeks ago I shot over ground I had shot 
over three years ago, finding at that time 26 coveys; this 
lime, after close beating we found only five coveys; no gun 
had been fired on the place, no birds hud been trapped, and 
the attractions in the way of feed and cover had been the 
same. What has became of the birds? It cannot be Immi¬ 
gration, for the same scarcity is reported south for 800 
miles, east the same distance, west as far us Little Rock, 
north to Cairo. I am of the opinion quail cholera has deci¬ 
mated them. We hear of chicken cholera, hog cholera, 
grouse disease, fish disease, and why not quail cholera. I 
can only account for the scarcity in thiB way; though I must 
say alter careful inquiry amongst the best informed sports¬ 
men living in the county, 1 can obtain no confirmation of 
this theory. 

None have seen sick or dead birds. 1 think the birds die 
in summer when vegetation is luxuriant, being then small 
and keeping close to cover, It is difficult to see sick or dead 
ones. There is no scarcity of food to cause them to emi- 

f tale. No large quauties have been reported in any section. 

he squirrel can he traced hundreds of miles when he emi¬ 
grates—have heard of their crossing different streams from 
Texas to the Missouri line. No such reports from the 
quail. 

If uny sportsman or scientist can give us light on the 
subject, we would be pleased to hear from them. 

Having bad two years’ experience in keeping live quail, 
with good success, I will give the benefit of my experience to 
others who may desire to profit by the experience I have 
had. Place the quail in a room loo high lor rats, slat the 
windows with lath to give free circulation, place brush, 
leaves or excelsior in to allow them to escape from each 
other when fighting, as they will fight furiously, and if there 
is no place to escape and hide will frequently kill each 
other; strew the Hour with course sand und gravel; place 
boxes containing loose dry earth and ashes for them to dust 
in, otherwise they become filled with vermin; feed wheal, 
corn meal, buckwheat, cabbage or turnip salad, chopped 
fine; give enough at one feed to last three days; place water 
enough in tin pans or low tubs, to last some length of lime. 
The birds should be disturbed ns little as possible when 
feeding, and therefore the food should be thrown in at the 
door or window. Pull the vessels out with a stick with a 
hook attached to end when watering. If birds are strong 
aud healthy when confined, few will die. In colder climates 
would suggest watering oftener, as the water might freeze. 
A room 12 x 20 feet will hold 75 birds. The Tennessee State 
Association now has two hundred doing finely, which they 
intend turning loose next month on their preserves for the 
next Field Trials. Those fond of large game have had fine 
sport at deer, they being abundant this lull and winter. 
Captain Henry, living 100 miles below here, made double 
shots on three different occasions at fine bucks, killing 20 
around his plantation during January. 

The Mississippi river overflowing, causes the deer to 
seek the high places in the bottoms, und these places being 
limited, mauy deer are sometimes found in small elevated 
spots, where they are shot by the freedmen by the hundred. 
Having little chance for their lives, and being restricted for 
forage, they are in poor condition for food, and, as these 
overflows occur from February to April, the docs being 
with young, one shot often kills mother and unborn fawn. 

The snipe season is close at hand; the murket shooters 
are sending in from one two dozen each a day. The south¬ 
ern storm uf wind and rain now raging, we hope will make 
them plentiful on the Arkansas prairies. Some sportsmen, 
unable to wait longer, have already left to try conclusions 
with the long bills. We all expect a surfeit ol shooting at 
this game little bird. Last season, many of our sportsmen 
look one or more trips after them, with satisfactory results. 
A party of three, of which the writer was one, shot two days 
last season, in a space of 100 acres, firing 150 shots each a 
day, when I was so worn out shooting that 1 walked a mile 
to gel on dry ground to rest an hour. 1 am not exaggerating 
when I say any day for three weeks, on or near the same 
ground, the same shooting could be nad. How many thous¬ 
and were killed near Duval’s Bluff I would not like to say. 
No one went there from here for a month, but what had all 
the shooting he wanted. Bluff City. 

Importation of Migratory Quail. 

Rutland, Vt., March 18. 

Editor Chicago Fikld:— 1 beg leave to draw your at¬ 
tention, and, through your paper, the attention of sports 
men, to the fact that by the let of May next there will reach 
this place one hundred und fifty pairs of migratory quail, 
to be turned loose ou our mountain pastures, in the hope 
that they will find on our continent all the conditions fit for 
their summer and winter homes. The quail is perhaps the 
most valuable of the migratory birds of Europe. It is ex¬ 
ceedingly prolific; it yields to the sportsman, in the coun¬ 
tries over which it passes, two seasons for shooting, like the 
English snipe: and, like the snipe, moves over great breadths 
of country. It has no such strength of wing or durability 
of flight as the snipe or pigeons. The crossing of the Medi¬ 
terranean well-nigh exhausts it. 

This quail is a capital bird for the table; lies well to tbe 
open; is found mostly In the open ; ami, indeed, is In every 
particular except size, nearly as fine a bird as our “ Bob 
White.” It resembles in general color and markings the 
female of its Virginia congener. To appearance it is larger 
bndied and sborter-leggeUln its proportions. 

Tbe great object of this importation, made by Judge M. 
O. Everts, of this place, is to furnish, if possible, to those 
llvlog on tbe northern borders of tbe canon, and too far 
north for the Virginia quail to winter well, a species, breed¬ 
ing still further north and giving us a whack at them per¬ 
chance as they go by in spring und fall. 

U this handsomely conceived and spiritedly executed pro¬ 
ject of Mr. Evert's succeeds, he will have cause not only to 
congratulate hiineelf and neighbors, but to feel that he has 
done a lasting benefit to the country.

Ws notice in a late California match that the wretched strap quw 
tlon has again caused trouble. One of the rldemen who made the 
third score in the match introduced a leather strap about his knee, 
which he attached before each shot to the trigger guard, with his feet to 
the target. In firing, this device assisted very materially to lessen the 
recoil. Now we wish that a positive rule should be laid down in regard 
to the strap, barring Its use in every way. 


The peculiar ragged cut a ricochet ball makeajon the canvas target can 
be Instantly distinguished. We should strongly advise all ride organi¬ 
sations about starting to use the canvas target. In both cases, whether 
iron or canvas be used, the pit for the marker !, of coarse a necessity. 

We should particularly recommend that clubs bring on their ranges 
the “ man target." Its advantages are obvious. If It does nothing else. 
It breaks up somewhat the monotony of hum-drum praetlee. But more 
than this, It will be sure to call Into play and give prominence to quite 
a number of experts, whose great skill will astonish those Ignorant of 
what a quick shot can do. Objects to be struck by the ball of the ride- 
man, lu the hunting deld or In war, are Ml times out of 100 all la rapid 
movement. The practice with thq man target is either to shoot at It by 
the watch, ones In every dve seconds, or to let the marksman shoot as 
many times as be can In ten seconds. The distance to be at drat not more 
than 100 yards as the shortest limit, and not over 155. In time 800 yards 
can be tried. At ISO yards with a military ride, good shooting can be 
made, and experts do excellent work at 800. lu a number of lnstanoee. 
In practice made this winter at Creedmoor, two bull's-eyes (bull's-eye 
8 Inch diameter) have been made with a military Remington in the 10 
seconds. This kind of work often has Its amusing side. The careless 
mao may have been seen to miss hla drat shot, and then becoming over 
prudent to have reserved hla second shot Just long enough to let the 
"coming man* get out of tight, thus scoring two O'e, while a less care¬ 
ful marksman may have put two balls Into the dgure, The construc¬ 
tion of the moving man la quite simple. A ride else dgure la made of 
board and covered with paper, which swings In a gate. If an Iron tar¬ 
get le on the ground, the man can be made to swing In a hinge, so as to 
appear and disappear behind the Iron target. If there le a ride pit, the 
dgure can be made to fall Into It. The bull's-eye la 8 Inches, and on 
the breast A circle of 88 Inches le the center, and a 45 Inch line the in¬ 
ner ; the head and legs constitute the ooter. To time the coming and 
going of this aboriginal man, the marker nses a ten second sand glass, 
and Informs the rldemen when be Is ready by means of a whistle, when 
to use the proper term, he "yanks" his cord, and produces his man, 
When the "sands of life have run out." be yanks again, and the man Is 
gone. It looks easy to hit the man, though it requires skill. But just 
that adroitness Is found among that large class of men who can knock 
a buck down when on the full jump. One thing we however advise, 
and that is never to try and hit the man on the dy, that la, when he is 
about disappearing, as we have never seen It done yet

1 was deeply mu i-ested in Gloan's experiments. 1 noticed 
at the lime in the London Field the formula for loading 
eboke bores, and made a memorandum in my journal to test 
the theory some day. The opportunity never came, and it 
is very gratifying to me to have the matter taken in hand by 
lhe most careful experimenter in that line in America. So 
far, 1 confess tbc results are perplexing, but further trials, 
which I auiglud to see Gloau promises, may clear up matters. 
1 shall be glad lo know the effects of these diverse systems 
u[<on penetration, as 1 regard this of greater importance than 
pattern. 

I am not sure that 1 apprehend Gloan’s hypothesis cor¬ 
rectly as to the percentage of shot wasted, out 1 am not 
quite convinced, as he appears to be, that such percent¬ 
age indicates au exact or approximate overload, and that 
such proportion of the charge can be dispensed with as 
su|>erfluous. I sin inclined to believe that with the shot 
charge reduced, as thus indicated, we should still find 
quite a formidable proportion of outers. However, thiB is 
mere theory on my part, and 1 am not, I trust, beyond 
eonviclion by facts. 

1 await further trials with great interest, for, like Gloan, 
it has been a matter of surprise lo me also, that the sub¬ 
ject has attracted so little attention here. Having long 
desired to “try conclusions” on it, I wish, with a cer¬ 
tain sense of relief, to acknowledge my indebtedness to 
Gloan and The Field for the opportunity given uie to 
study the question, in a comfortable arm-ebair before a 
cosy fire, without the slightest sacrifice of the vie inertia, 
a privilege which, as an “Old Boy,” 1 begin to appreci¬ 
ate. Whatever the experiments may result in, Gloan merits 
the thanks of all sportsmen for the attempt, at least, to 
eliminate the scientific truth from what is now, to a great 
extent, simply speculation.

Preparations for the eprlng practice at Creedmoor have fairly com¬ 
menced. In lleji of the caat-tron targets, Ihs association will very 
probably uee the canvas target, mounted on Iron frames. The greet 
advantage arising from targets which allow the pallets to pats through 
them. It that the splash of the lead le evaded, end the certainty of the 
perforation of the target permits the elect position of the ball In the 
target to be known. There ere qnlte a number of systems, due both to 
English and American Invention, and further Improvements am qalte 
possible. 

The method used lu England le to string a doable canvas target In a 
frame fitted with palleye, fronting the rile pit, which contains the 
marker. When the ball Strikes the target the marker lowers, marks 
the hit, and raises another target (Its double) and puts It la view of the 
riflemen. Mr. Jewell, of Brooklyn, has a system which la qalte Ingen¬ 
ious. and apparently has some advantages. Be proposes to elect along 
aide of the target a shelter for the marker, and lo awing th# canvas tar¬ 
get on an Iron frame In each a way that by taming a lever, that the 
target can be made lo fall Immediately la front of the spot wham the 
marker la stationed. Thus, without moving from hla place, he can 
mark the places and pests the patches over the perforation* The as* 
of the Iron target will In time pas* away entirely. lia expense is great, 
and them la always some anoerialnty as to the exact centre of th* ball.

Drawing a Badger In tbe Thuriuglan 

Flmt 

Not far from the little town of Liebenskin, 
on the skirts of the Thuringian forest, is an 
iron-mine, which tradition says bos been 
worked since the days of the Romans. How¬ 
ever that may be, it is in full swing at the 
present time, and yet there is connected with 
it none of the unpleasantness, such as smoke 
and dirt, which is usually associated with 
the idea of mining in our minds, for the ore 
not being smelted in the neighborhood, but 
being carted oft'for this purpose to a very con¬ 
siderable distance, there is absolutely noth¬ 
ing above ground to tell of tbe workings un¬ 
derneath, save the little white buildings 
which here and there mark the various shaf is 
and entrances; and, as the mine itself is an 
orderly concern, so are the miners an order¬ 
ly people. Strikes are unknown among 
them, and there is no cause for such things, 
and they are not yet rich enough 
or civilized enough to compete with 
their employers in the purchase either 
of champagne for themselves or of pianos 
for their daughters. From five a. m. tonne 
p. m. every aav except Sundays, they work 
in the mines, the rest of the day being spent 
in some other industrial occupation or lalior 
in the fields; and this is the tenor of their 
life, unbroken save by the occurrence of 
such yearly festivals as the Kinness oraVo- 
gelscbieasen, or twice or three lion s in the 
autumn months by the sport of drawing a 
badger. We say in the autumn months, for 
then the poor beast is laden with the fat 
upon which, according to the popular be¬ 
lief, he feeds during his long winter sleep, 
and is a far more valuable prize than when 
in the early spring months he issues lean 
and gaunt from his subterranean abode. 

Let us suppose ourselves, then, in one of 
the little villages near the mine, one bright 
Saturday afternoon in October. Rain has 
fallen in the night, and one of the village 
lads has only this morning seen in the soft 
ground by a hole in the forest the fresh 
traces of a badger. A little knot of miners, in 
a garb tbe distinctive marks of which are 
brown tunics, little leathern aprons to pro¬ 
tect their trowsers when they sit, and a 
species of brown skullcap, somewhat resem¬ 
bling a nightcap, are waiting in front of the 
village inn for the oberforsteror ranger, whose 
permission, as being practically autocrat ol 
the forest, has had first to be obtained, and 
whose little badger-hounds are indispensable 
for the sport. Near them are a couple of the 
superior mining officials who enjoy the fun, 
but have been unable to so compromise their 
dignity as to lay aside either their uniform 
or the peaked cap, with little brass hammer 
and pickaxe crossed in front, which all over 
North Germany is the distinctive badge of 
the “berguian. The dapper little oberfor- 
ester soon appearing with his pairof plucky- 
little dogs—which, with their bandy legs and 
long bodies, somewhat remind one of the old 
English turnspit, but are altogether of slight¬ 
er build and more intelligent looking than 
the latter—away we start on our journey. A 
short half-hour’s walk through the most de¬ 
licious woodlands brings us to the scene of 
our operations, much to the joy of mine host 
of the inn, who has accompanied us, and 
who, fat and scant of breath, ejaculates a 
hearty “Gott sei Dank” on finding he has 
got to go no further. The traces of the bad 
ger being plain enough, proceedings are at 
once commenced, ana one of the dogs hav¬ 
ing been put into the hole, the process of 
enlarging the passage begins. And a tedious 
process it is to all save those immediately 
engaged; for often these holes which are 
only just large enough to admit tbe badger, 
extend some two score feet under ground, 
and as the beast must be driveir to the very 
end before he can be captured, hours are 
very often spent before this object is at¬ 
tained. Nay, it is on record that on one o£- 
casion the work went on from four o’clock 
on Saturday afternoon till five o’clock on 
the following one, and then proved fruitless. 
And if to the on-looker tbe process is tedi¬ 
ous, to the miner it must be most uncom¬ 
fortable, for hour after hour must he pass 
on his back or stomach in the narrowest 
space digging away at the earth and pass¬ 
ing it out in baskets as best he may. The 
passage must not be enlarged too much, for 
if the Dadger saw an opening anywhere he 
would be past tbe little dog and under and 
over the miners, and out of the bole and 
into the forest in no time. For the dogs, 
too, it is no easy task; and it is necessary 
from time to time to put a fresh one for 
ward, as, what with barkiDg at, and resist¬ 
ing the efforts the badger makes to get past 
them, they become quite exhausted. Nor 
do the poor little beggars always come off 
scot free; for though your badger is in the 
main a peaceful beast, he has great strength 
in his jaw, and can inflict a very nasty 
wound when thoroughly provoked. 

But to return to our badger. Night has 
already fallen; the dogs have been changed 
some half dozen limes; the work has 
been pushed so far that no less 
than four men are in the hole; 
tbe fire which was lighted with underwood 
when the evening Bhades first overtook us, 
is nothing but a heap of glowing embers; 
tbe potatoes we roasted on them are all 
eaten, und our schnapps is all drank; but 
there are its yet no signs of tbe quarry. In¬ 
deed, such as are unaccustomed to the sport 
and have not the patience of Germans are 
beginning to find the whole thing slightly 
tedious, though mine host, sitting on tbe fal¬ 


len log and puffing away at his long pipe, 
seems to be in a slate of most blissful con¬ 
tentment. Suddenly, however, a shout is 
heard from within the hole, a message is 
passed out for tbe tongs—an Indispensable 
adjunct to this sport; the’miners emerge, 
and a badger is dragged ignominlously into 
the open air by the nose and quickly dis¬ 
patched by a couple of blows from a hatchet; 
while the little dogs jump round him in the 
utmost excitement, ana seem ss though 
they would rend the air with their bark¬ 
ing.—Sporting and Dramatic Htvst.
